Unpacking and Set Up 

1. Remove the radio and all packing materials from the carton. 

Important! The remote control is stored in one of the foam caps. 

Be sure to remove the remote before you dispose of the 
packaging. 

2. It is a good idea to save all of the packaging materials in case the 
unit ever needs to be returned for service. If you do dispose of the 
packaging, please do so properly.
